Irrigation in Southern Alberta 


Lethbridge, N. W. T., May 15,—In- 
terest in the new work being under- 
taken by the Irrigation company in- 
creases with a realizaiion of the im- 
portance and mogniiude of their rap- 
idly expanding enterprise, In addition 
to the large colony aiready placed on 
lands to the south of the town trib 
butary to the Galt canal and to the 
large impulse thet has been given io 
the homesteadirg of Dominion lands 
in ihe Woodpecker, Grassy Lake and 
other districts, the enlargement of the 
Galt system is going to open a greatly 
enlarged area for settlement bo the 
eolonist and cultivator, The section 
of the canal joining the Milk River (o 
the original ditch will redeem at. least 
fifty thousand acres oi choice land, in- 
dependent of what may be included Ia> 
ter by reservoir consituction at greai- 
er distance from ihe canal. The Chin 
Coulee extension. which is a lead from 
the present canal at about eight miles 
south of Lethbridge will bring in a 
hundred thousand aores of new. land 
at least, with the probability of much 
more when more complete tributary 
surveys have been made. The Scotch 
engineer, Mr. G. G. Anderson, is rn- 
ther fond of keeping his predictions in 
tbhe.wake of operatious, but it is safe 
io say that the enterprise which he 
has so propitiously directed fram the 
beginning wo deveiop in ten years io
